Marshal Mason returned horca yes- 


terday 
afternoon from 
Chicago, 


bringing with him J. W. Orth aud 
Joe Kinder. A large crowd of curi- 
ous people had assembled at the de 
pot to witness the arrival of the 
dowufallen cleik. He had antici- 
pated tbe ordeal through which he 
would have to pase, and requested 
thut he be kept from tbe gaze of a 
carious people as much as possible. 
Accordingly when the tram pulled 
up to the depot Marshal Mason and 
Detective dmboden alighted on the 
opposite side with Orth and Kinder, 
who werechained together. Marshal 
Mason then started to cross the track 
north of tbe depot, hoping to shield 
his prisoners from public gaze, but 
the curious bystanders soon discover- 
ed the party, and then it was useless 
to try to keep out of their way. Orth 
was as fashionably dressed us usual, 
and endeavored to appear unconcern- 
ed when marched through the crowd 
to a carriage. He and Kinder be- 
ing chained together caused many 
questions to be asked. The two men 
were immediately driven to the coun 
ty jail and lodged therein. 


The way in which Marshal Mason 


captured Orth was a neat piece of de 
tectiye work, for which he deserves 
credit. He learned that Orth had de- 
posited some money in Millikin & 
Co/s bank, and expected Mr. Pavk 
Hammer, tbe cashier, to forward it to 
Chicago. He therefore had Mr. Ham- 
mer write a letter to Orth, addressing 
it in the care of the Choats house 
where Orth has a brother boarding 
This letter Marshal Mason had mail 
ed on the same train he took for Chi 
cago Monday night. 
Arriving in 


Chicago Tuesday morning, he wen 
to Maudel Bros.' large dry goods 
house, where Orth's brother is em 
ployed, and securing an introduction 
to the manager, he told the object of 
his visit to that city. The private de 
tective of the house was called in, 
and a council of war followed. It was 
decided to shadow Orth's brother, as 
it was known he would carry the let 
ter to Orth, if he was in Chicago. 
Marshal Mason handed the detective 
ibe warrant for Orth's arrest, and a 
photograph of him. and when his 
brother left Mendel Bros, at noon, 
the "apDttet" followed him to the 
ChoatH house, where be got dinner, 
•ind also received tho letter, an it was 
expected he would. Upon receiving 
the letter he immediately left the ho- 
tel and weut to the f'sk house, where 
he met his brother, J. W. Orth, of 
tbia city 
He handed him the letter, 


but hardly had ho done so, when the 
detective who had followed close be- 
hind, stepped forward aud placed 
Orth under arrest. He was taken to 
the Harrison street station, where he 
spent Tuesday night,and was brought 
to this city, yesterday as before stated. 


After Oitn wiis safely behind tbe 


bars, Marsha! Mason and Detective 
Imbudeu started out to arrest Joe 
Kinder, they having learned of his 
whereabouts. They came across him 
on Forty-Seventh stroot.aud immedi- 
ately placed him under arrest 
He 


was a freight couductor ou tbe Wa 
bash, and is chained with breaking 
into a car on his own train, nnd tak- 
ing therefrom some merchandise. 


WHEIIE ORTH WENT SUNDAY NIGHT. 
On the way down from Chicago 


yesterday, Orth told Marshal Mason 
whitber he went Sunday evening. 
From here he walked to Boody, and 
boarding a freight train at that point 
he went to Blue Mound, where he 
waited until Monday morning, when 
he took an early passenger train on 
the Wabash. On this he went as far 
as Mitchell, where he caught a C. & 
A. train for Chicago, arriving there 
Monday night. He refuses to say 
anything about bis dishonest acts 
while in tho employ of Linn & 
Scruggs. Several of bis friends call 
ad on him last evening, and he re- 
quested that they have I. A. Buck- 
ingham come and see him, as he 
wanted to retain him for his counsel. 
When arrested a cheep revolver and 
a small pair of knuckles were found 
en Orth's person.
